£L found it a losing business to oppose openly, and 
therefore meet it with retaliatory and obstructive legisla¬ 
tion in the States.

f it is not to be attacked in this way, as it has come to 
' passed in silence by the National Conventions of that 
nartv why not, as long as it is a law; let it be fairly exe- 
CTtedi without indirect aud exasperating counteraction 
in the States? ~ 

It is idle for the Republicans to hope for existence 
upon such capital as their extreme abolition measures in 
the last Legislature. The people have passed upon these 
thin<rs. The intent of the Federal Constitution is the 
popular inspiration. Whatever justly tends to distract 
the harmony and comity of the States is at war with the 
spirit of Federal union. Upon all laws dictated by mo¬ 
tives of sectional revenge, such as the one in question, the 
people have set the seal of reprobation. The Republicans 
have had seven years of opportunity to test the sense of 
the American people upon the Fugitive Slave policy of 
Congress, and their opposition has dwindled down to 
indirect undermining, where they no longer attempt the 
open, manly assault. It is idle to expect popular support 
for such a course of legislation. It has had its day. It 
might do to raise a clatter about it, if there never had 
been a union upon sectional compromises, or after the 
destruction of the present one. As things are, the talk 
of The Journal is only sound and fury. 

Each State in the Union has its duties as well as its 
rights. By virtue of the Federal compact Ohio is bound 
to interpose do obstacle against the Federal officers when 
executing their duty, in the lawful arrest of fugitives 
from labour. There is also that comity which the sister 
Stales of the Confederacy have a right to expect, aud 
which is also due to the United States. The Black Re¬ 
publicans, disregarding these obligations, passed a law 
forbidding the use of the jails of Ohio for securing the 
custody of fugitives from labour, while the examination is 
pending before the Commissioner, or after the warrant of I 
rendition has been made out. This law the Democracy 
propose to repeal, and they are ready to meet the conse¬ 
quences of thus discharging their duty and releasing the 
State from the disgrace inflicted upon her by the fanati¬ 
cal Abolitionists who composed the majority of the last 
Legislature. The Journal and other abolition papers 
may rave about tbe “ nigger,” and repeat the old formula 
we have heard so often. It will have no effect whatever. 
The Democracy will demolish all the odious fanatical and 
sectional legislation which the Black Republicans have 
put upon the statute book. The good work is begun by 
u measure to repeal the childish law to prevent the use of 
the jails, and The Journal's notions are very much 
shocked. Its narrow, one-sided ideas are terribly lace¬

Judge Loring will, we fear, be the death of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Abolitionists. His presence haunts them by 
day, and their dreams by night are disturbed by visions 
of his official appearance, in that fanatical community.

HELPER AND WESTON ON SLAVERY. 

From The Methodist Quarterly Review. 

“ The Impending Crisis of the South, how to meet it, 
by Hinton Rowan Helper, of North Carolina.” (8vo., 
pp. 420. New York : Burdick Brothers, 8 Spruce 
street, 1857.) Mr. Helper’s book bas a few leading I 
points of peculiarity, amoDg which we specify, 

1. Its intense Sonthern sectional feeling. In tempera¬ 
ment, in local attachment, in hereditary memories and 
proud associations, he is a true-born Southron. The 
South has had loyal sons, but none more loyal; she has 
driven them by thousands into reluctant expatriation, bnt 

>re sadly exiled than Helper. No banishment 
threats dampen one spark of his undying 
love for his dear sunny South. When he beholds her 
desolated and barren-struck soil, her sons crushed ii 
dumb silence under the pressure of an iron caste, her trade 
and her industry fettered to the triumphal car of the com- j 
mercial and industrial North, her ports unvisited and 
undocked, her cities dwindling to villages and hamlets, 
her institutions of science and literature stunted and 
brain-bound, her morals polluted, her civilization rapidly 
retrograding into a tnrbnlent barbarism, her name a 
synonym for infamy throughout the civilized world, all 
the impulses of a true-hearted son swell within his soul 
to rescue the land he loves from ruin and Bbame. Mr. 
Helper did not come to the North becanse be loved the 
North, any more than Kossnth came to America because 
he loved America. The noble Magyar came here be¬ 
canse he loved sweet Hungary and hated the Austrian ; 
the Southron is here because he loves dear Carolina and 
hates the oligarch. There are noble bursts of freedom 
on his pages ; there are eloquent denunciations of despot¬ 
ism ; but the most deeply burning with insnppressible 
fires of all Mr. Helper’s paragraphs are those that paint 
the utter subjection of his dearly beloved Sunnyland 
beneath the yard-stick of the Northern money-power. 

2. Mr. Helper sees the great truth to which the South¬ 
ern eye is blind, that it is the slave system which victim¬ 
izes and sacrifices Southern prosperity on the altar of the 
Northern) Mammon. While the North throws open her 
ports, her cities, and her wide-spread acres to a free immi¬ 
gration ; while she scatters intelligence and confers tbe 
largest freedom on the great productive masses, and ponrs 
thoughtful material energy over all her surface, the South 
is employing all her genius and power to construct a 
system by which exclusion is passed upon the entrance of 
the industrial millions from abroad ; by which she declares 
a most ferocious and crushing legislative war upon her 
own sole industrial caste; by which she separates intel¬ 
lect from labour, and crushes life out of industry; by 
which all energy is palsied and all prosperity annihilated. 
Mr. Helper sees that those grand opium dreams cherished 
by the South, and so voluminously vapoured forth by 
Southern orators at great conventions, are composed of 
the very thinnest of bombast; and that they ignore the 
true cause of all ruin— slavery, and the true restorer of 
all prosperity— freedom. Pour freedom through your 
masses, O statesmen of the South, and yon pour pros¬ 
perity over your soil. 

3. Mr. Helper has a strong class feeling, lie belongs 
to tbe body of free-born non slaveholders of the South. 
He is against the chivalry for the yeomanry. He goes 
for tne Franklin against the Feudalist. And herein Mr. 
Helper, though sectionally a Southron, is morally a 
Northman. His whole class is in interest identical with 
us. The freeborn slaveless Saxon la the North running 
southward, even to the Gulf. It is the North in the 
South. This is the true “ Union.” 

When the great mass of onr Northern voters go to 
the polls with an overwhelming suffrage in their free- 
labouring bands, it is astonishing that they give their 
votes for the crushing feudalist, “ booted and spurred,” 
and not for their oppressed fellow yeoman. We should 
hardly suppose that our very Irishry eould be led up in 
solid platoons to vote for the exclusion of their own free 
labour from tbe most luxuriant soil in the bosom of our 
continent. Alas, poor Celt! in Ireland he was victimized 
by the English landlord ; in New York by the American 
slaveholder. Land-holding oppression banished him from 
Ireland ; slaveholding seduction will exclude him, by his 
own vote, from the fairest part of America. Because he 
bates a negro, be is giving to the negro the rich exuber¬ 
ance of onr virgin soil. Should he go to the West to 
claim a field for toil, he may find that his own vote has 
covered it with negro-ism. Such is the result of surren¬ 
dering the safe-keeping of his interests, spiritual and secu¬ 
lar, to the faithless hands of trnstees like Orestes A. 
Browoson and John Hughes. 

4. In giving his plan of emancipation, Mr. Helper, 
perhaps, unfolds the magnificent impracticability of a 
Southern imagination. His plan, in short, is, proscrip¬ 
tion of the chivalry by the yeomanry. Exclusion from 
office, from business custom, and even social intercourse, 
and taxation of slave property to the destruction point, 
are its main articles. This is to be done by a thorough 
organization of the non-slaveholders. This is certainly 
a very pretty string of bells for this formidable grimalkin, 
and the nou-slaveholding unity is the proper agent to 
circle the sonorous collar around the feline neck; bnt the 
how, Mr. Helper does not clearly explain. Oligarchy r 
now as absolute in Southrondom as in Austria. Mi 
Helper is an exile for suggesting the project. He pre 
poses a convention “ some time during this year, next, or 
the year Mowing,” in the Sonthern States; but we 
fear that it will be a permanent “ next year.” Such a 
convention, triumphantly held in the bosom of the South, 
would be the first sensible convention the South has for 
some years seen. It would be a symptom, if not an inau¬ 
guration of a policy of future freedom, such as the poor 
South has never beheld. But at the present the non¬ 
slaveholders, great as are their numbers, their interests, 
and their wrongs, give no signs of independent life. They 
are an immense majority over thejr oppressors, perhaps 
six to one ; their disfranchisement, though complete, ib 
founded upon no right and no real power; its overthrow 
can be accomplished without violence or revolution; so 
easily, indeed, that Dr. William Smith declares that the I 
Methodists alone conld at any time, by joining, awaken¬ 
ing, and leading the non-slaveholders m a movement, en¬ 
tirely abolish slavery throughout the South. Yet, eni ng . 
appearance, the subjection is complete and deep 

The slaveless white is a superfluity ; he is sinking into 
deeper ignorance, thriftlesssness and degradation; and he 
is the idiotic tool and the mob material ready to operate, 
to defend and complete the supremacy of the; system 
which is fast placing him beneath the condition of genuine 
slavery itself Such is the melancholy and pitiable, 
though silent appeal which the free labourer of theJSouth 
presents for the sympathies and succour of his brethren 
of the North. But just because silent, it is unheard and 
unfelt. And though Mr. Helper’s book itself is by many 
considered a sign that the slaveless South is waking, all 
the facts and accompaniments rather seem to show hat ] 
it is sleeping the sleep that knows no waking, unle San 
alarum from the free North arouses its conscious life. 
Let the reviving project of the slave trade be accomplish¬ 
ed and its doom is sealed. The entire South will be 
Africanized, the white non-slaveholder will depart, and 
no distant age will present a complete negroland upon the 
entire Burfaee of her Atlantic States. 


5. For his love to the South Mr. Helper is an exile 
from her bosom. He is to be crushed because he dares 
to speak for freedom and for right. That is despotism ! 
It is the pure genuine article. Within twenty-five years 
past a strange, exotie, but veritable despotism has arisen 
on our American soil, which violates and crushes to the 
earth the blood-bought rights of American freemen. 
Freedom of discussion, the boast and glory of our Ame¬ 
rican birth, is as truly suppressed and murdered, south of 
our Potomac, as upon the banks of theDouro, the Tiber, 
the Neva. Despotism is as rampant and as ferocious 
Virginia or Carolina as in Austria. Slavery 


era statesmen, sanctified by the defences, direct or indirect, 
of Northern ministers, and created and perpetuated by 
the blind suffrage of Northern majorities. 


“The Progress of Slavery in the United States, by 
George M. Weston.” (12mo.,pp. 201. Washington, 
D. C.: Published for the Author, 1857.) Few publica¬ 
tions called forth by the anti-slavery controversy can com¬ 
pare in excellence with this volume of Mr. Weston’s. 
Speaking from the stand-point of a right-minded freeman, 
it develops, without the slightest temper, with a complete 
knowledge of the subject, and in a masterly style, the 
character, plans and prospects of the Slave Power, with a 
sagacious measurement of the means and instrumentali¬ 
ties it adopts, the impediments and dangers in its way, 
the true modes of defeating its projects, qpd the prospects 
of the final issue. 

Mr. Weston shows that slavery is but the pretext, and 
it the real motive of Southern agitation. The real 
basis of all this Southern movement is an intense political 
desire in the South for sectional supremacy. It firsUrose 
at the origin of nullification, before the nnti-siaverj con¬ 
troversy had become national. The slavery interest was 
seized npon by the heads of tbe movement as five best 
point of concentration by which the entire South could 
be seduced or driven into a unit. To the extreme^point 
short of disnnion they would never hesitate to go, and 
would be undividedly sustained; but when that-fatal 
revolution is really commenced, the slaveholder! r -Ltlie 
great slaveholders especially, would be the mu’iraSMM 
opponents of the disruption. All history shows, aiflk: 
nature of the case demonstrates that a slaveholding 
lation is as timorous and as qnietistic as it is weulf'T a. 
inert as regards all bold movement as it is unGtted for auy 
energetic action. Where, indeed, as in the presentiease, 
a factitious stimulus excites the feudal class to active con¬ 
centrated complotment, it will drive with buoyant despe¬ 
ration to the extremest point of venture. But let the 
great slaveholding body once become conscious that a 
hostile separation or an open convulsion between the two 
““-n— : s on foot, and the sensibility to the danger of 
_insecure of all property is ronsed. The palpa¬ 
ble approaching destruction of all their interests would 
reveal the natural timidity of their class. Tbe most reck¬ 
less champions of slavery are not the eminent slaveholders, 
bat the politicians; and the politicians will be allowed to 
play their unmolested game until signs appear that the 
united North is resolved to stand a rapture. Hence the 
Union has never been in the slightest real danger. The 
slave property-owners have never tnrned coward, because 
the submissionism of the N orthern mercantiles has always 
proved the first craven. Castle-Garden Union meeting 
and Wall street contributions to pro-slavery triumpl 
have precipitately anticipated the slaveholder’s submission 
and done their best to deposit all Northern interestsin the 
hands of their Southern masters. 

Mr. Weston holds that the annexation of Cnba, While 
its advocacy by the Sonthern slaveholders evinces an ex¬ 
traordinary preference of political supremacy over econo¬ 
mical interests, would prove not only the destruction of 
the sugar interest of Florida, Louisiana and Texas, bnt 
wonld be a great detriment to the existence of the Slave 
Power. Cnba is the most inviting soil and climate in 
the world for free labour. Its slaveholders have no fana¬ 
tical attachment to the system akin to the rabidDess of 
our South. Let but the genial clime and the fertile soil 
pregnant with a triple annual harvest be open and known, 
and it wonld soon be flooded and freed by a deluge of 
slaveless Saxondom. The result would be emancipation, 
and tbe addition of an indefinite number of free States 
to the Union. 

The extension of slavery is the perpetuation of slavery. 
It increases the number of slaves States, and so enlarges 
tbe Slave Power. It inaugurates a slave-breeding system 
by which, singularly though truly, actual propagation is 
largely increased. Yet when the area is a continent, and 
there exists the competition in time against free exten¬ 
sion, the colonred population is at present not sufficient 
for the extending demand. The reopening of the slave 
trade is therefore the only resource of the Slave Power. 
Without that, no exertion of our pro-slavery administra¬ 
tion is able to prevent a cordon of free States from Kan¬ 
sas southward to hem in slavery, so that in dne season it 
shall, “ like the scorpion girt with fire,” die by its own 
spontaneity. It is very probable that the great Arina 
geddon, then, is yet to come, the battle over tbe revival - 
of the slave trade. Unless that project can be accom¬ 
plished in some underhand mode, its open attainment will 
become the great battle strife. 

Mr. Weston makes evident the fact that, inasmuch as 
the superior profitableness of free over slave liAaur will 
stand in a state of continuous demonstration, too palpa¬ 
ble to remain ignored, the disappearance of slavery be¬ 
fore the face of freedom, with proper effort, is as necessary 
and resistless as it is desirable. Strong, indeed, is the 
obligation on the friends of freedom to disseminate the 
"ruth; and all the energy and heroism of religion and 
ihilantbropy are in demand, with the full asaurauce that, 
jowever formidably the face of the Slave Power now 
frowns and menaces, actual weakness pervades its body, 
and dissolution is within its substance, already beginning 
to sever its particles and complete its disintegration. 

Such views, most ably and clearly presented by Mr. 
Weston, cheer us as a Church to preserve our unity of 
body and of action ; and to stand up, in every sectiou, 
in intrepid accordance with the noblest facts of our his¬ 
tory. The friends of righteousness on tbe margin of 
slave territory had never so strong omens of encourage¬ 
ment for preserving an erect bearing and a fearless tone, 
in the firm and increasing support they may expect from 
thh great body of the Church and the free North, and 
' the brightening tokens that tbe day of redemption is

was the foretold characteristic of tbe Great Preacher, 
and the salvation of the world depends upon tbe preaching 
of righteousness, God’s righteousnes; a manifestation just 
as necessary since the Saviour came as before ; and if pos¬ 
sible more so, because of the tendency now to proclaim 
and maintain a salvation divorced from righteousness, a 
salvation by God’s righteousness as an abstraction, witt 
| ou t man’s as a reality. 

But the proclamation of God’s righteousness, noloDger 
as an abstraction, but directly against all sin, and requir¬ 
ing its renunciation, is always a difficult matter, aud 
sometimes dangerons. And therefore, in one of tbe most 
explicit commissions ever given to the preacher, God 
commanded his servant to proclaim and apply His truth 
against the sins of the people, the princes and the govern¬ 
ment, without hesitation, without apology, and without 
fear, “ lest I confound thee before them." 

Courage and boldness always are the truest wisdom. 

Wicked men are like wild beasts; if you stand firm and 
look them in the eye, they quail before you; if you show 
the least fear, they spring npon you. Your fear awakens 
their courage, because their courage is false, and can be 
maintained only where there is no true courage to confront 
them. But your courage in God’s eause impresses them 
with fear, for God’s presence is with yon, and no man can 
stand against that. That it was that saved Luther in the 
Diet at Worms. He would go, he said, and speak for 
God, though he should meet as many devils as there are 
tiles on the roofs of the houses. It was the very audacity 
of his courage that God made the means of protecting 
him. 

A singular fact it is that ordinarily the preaching of 
God’s Word has then and there come with greatest power, 
and proved most effectual, and the Word has been carried 
to the hearts and consciences of men with greatest faith¬ 
fulness, where it has been attended with greatest hazard, 
difficulty, and persecution. And one reason must be 
because men that leave it there leave it iu the crucible, 
and know how to prize it, know its mighty power, and 
those who receive it receive and keep it only with mighty 
wrestlings in prayer, being eat off from the world by it, 
and shut up unto God with it. 

The Church at such times is a wrestling Church, 

-ding in the power of God, and not in any worldly 
policy, putting the Word of God foremost, feeding on it, 
and holding it forth as the Word of life, relying upon 
that, and God’s Spirit with it, to attract, arrest and con¬ 
vert the people, and not upon splendid architecture, 
cushioned pews, exquisite music, fashionable services, or 
large revenues. Preaching in conventicles, in barns, “ 
fields, at crossways, anywhere; preaching like Jeremiah’s,. 
in the gate, in the court-yards, in the streets, at Tophet, at 
the river-side, at the sea-side, on the mountain-side, in tL# 
market-places, has been honoured of God, has been mighty, 
through God, to the pulling down of strongholds; and 
that, too, very much in proportion to the bitterness of 
opposition, and the cost of such efforts. 

On the other hand, when it has been all calm and sun¬ 
shine, when communities and sects have rivaled each other 
in the strife of costly churches, and eloquent preachers, and 
it has been a boast of fashion to have large congregations,! 
so that it would seem as if everything was ready at hand, 
every element of success, and a perfect surfeit of the Word 
of God_has prevailed, and men have been prond of paying 


Zion. The Churehes expect to accomplish, by popularity, 
crowds, and fashion, paint, pomp, gilding, and pew-reve¬ 
nues, that which can be accomplished only by God’s 
Spirit, in faith, in prayer, in self-denial, in deadness to the 
world, in living for eternity. When the popularity, 
crowds, pomp, and pew-revenues come, then the spirituality 
is all gone; God gives them their desire of all external 
prosperity, and sends leanness into their souls. Israel 
hath forgotten his Maker and buildeth temples. 

Now, assuredly, if God finds that we do not us*our 
ease and sunshine, our opportunities for tbe Gospel, as all- 
surrounding as the air, onr Bibles, Sabbaths, pn)pits,and 
prayer-meetings, for Him and His righteousness ; if He 
finds that we pray less in proportion as he blesses u3 more, 
or labour less in proportion as onr fields are wider, or 
that we ebriuk from the close application of the Gospel 
in proportion as the world itself invites us to apply it, 
making mince-meat of the Chinese and the Jews because 
of their sins, and at tbe same crying peace, peace, in regard 
to our own, opening tbe batteries of the Gospel against 
India, Caste, Opium, and Idolatry, and even Polygamy 
and Dauc'mg, but giving orders to spike the guns if 
shotted against slavery in America; assuredly if God be¬ 
holds such noisy faithfulness afar off, while hypocrisy, un¬ 
faithfulness and cowardice prevail near at baDd; if be 
sees that sin is hugged and cosseted at home, bnt rebuked, 
forbidden and resisted onfy abroad, nay, that it is pro¬ 
tected and defended at home, and the pulpit and the 
ministry forbidden by the very Churub of Christ to be 
arrayed against it; then have we reason to fear that God 
will give us over to onr own hearts’ justs and blindness, 
and that the Gospel and kingdom of God will be taken 
from ns, and given to a nation bringing forth the fruits

It seems to be the general conviction, of those whose 
business it is to study the public opinion of the country 
that no political party can long resist the propensity of 
“ people to acquire territory, and especially territory 1 
rbich agriculture is discouraged by no winter’s cold, 
and where the soil yields abounding crops without reluc¬ 
tance or expense, as in the southern portions of the 
hemisphere. The slave interest has sought to find in this 
propensity an ally, and not without a prospect of success.

pfi This African apostle of slavery, moreover, is to bring \ 
more than the weight of his words to the service of tbe 
Gospel he is set to preach—he is to enforce it by the 
power of his example aud the beauty of bis life. Not 
merely is he to “advocate and illustrate Southern slavery, 
jand oppose Abolitionism,” but he will refuse to be per¬ 
suaded to accept the treacherous gifts of Freedom, und, 
his mission ended, be will insist on flying back to the 
maternal bosom of slavery, in spite of all the artifices the 
malice of his enemies can invent to binder him. Backed by 
this living example of the truths he cornea to promulgate, 
the warlike Parson will take the field as soon as the win¬ 
ter breaks up, or, as he perfectly phrases it, “ as Boon as 
the dog-wood blossoms are visible in the Spring.”

Sudden death 
or lingering idiocy might well follow acts of reckless 
temerity like these. By way of relief to these painful 
ideas, we are happy to assure our more anxious readers 
that Parson Brownlow is opposed to the dissolution of 
the Union. His idea of Union is, perhaps, a little origi¬ 
nal, as it involves fighting the Abolitionists, five of whom 
it is his deliberate calculation that one warm-blooded 
Southerner can whip. This species of Union he thinks 
much preferable to secession and giving np “ onr interest 
in the National Treasury, the Navy and tbe Goverment 
property generally.” It is observable, too, that our 
invader bas no apprehensions for his personal safety during 
his inroad npon us. He has no doubt of being civilly 
entreated, and having no obstacles thrown in the way of 
his sayiDg out liis say. He knows that he may come to 
the North and set up slave labour above free, and try to 
persuade our capitalists to become slaveholders and our 
labourers slaves, without any danger except that of being 
laughed at for his pains. But is he willing to return the 
civility, and permit Mr. Ward Beecher or Theodore 
Parker to argue against the institutions of his section 
within its limits, as we are content that he should against 
those of onrs ? Of course, he would lead the mob that 
would lyneh them. And yet, he cannot see that this 
simple circumstance is an answer at all points to any 
argument he, or men infinitely greater than he, could bring 
in behalf of slavery, on its merits. 

Indeed, the existence of such a man as this Reverend 
bruiser is argument enough against the institutions under 
which he has grown np. Where at the North wonld such 
a man be endured, in the humblest of pulpits ? Coarse, 
brutal, vulgar, illiterate, unable to write two consecutive 
sentences of good English, without sense and without 
banners, he thinks himself competent to encounter such 
men as Messrs. Beecher, Parker, and Phillips, and 
confound all their attempts to prove that freedom is t 
tec than slavery! We hardly think any of the gentle¬ 
men he specifies in his challenge will think their time 
well spent in his society. Slavery, indeed, is not a thing 


Congress. His plan of sending emigrants in communi¬ 
ties, with every facility and convenience of civilization, 
an entirely new thing under the snn, raised a barrier to 
slavery in Kansas higher and stronger than the President, 
with all his patronage and armies, has been able to break 
down ; and at the same time it taught the true way* for 
the free States to resist the aggressions and progressions of 
slavery. In his Kansas experiment, Mr. Thayer found 
that it was easier for the free States to send ten men with 
a hnndred dollars apiece in their pockets to a new terri¬ 
tory than for the Southern States to send one with ten 
dollars in his pocket, and that, when they got there, one 
of his hundred men was worth as much for all industrial 
purposes as the whole ten who came from the South. 
With this key discovered in Kansas, Mr. Thayer pro¬ 
poses to unlock the filibustering mystery. Walker and 
bis backers in the Cabinet Lave sought to organize an 
independent government in Nicaragua, that it might fur¬ 
nish a rendezvous for the marauding, land-hanting, pirati¬ 
cal, revolutionary and unemployed classes of the United 
States, to which they could resort with arms, and not 
violate the neutrality laws of the United States. When 
a sufficient force had accumulated, the work of conquest 
and territorial acquisition was to commence. After pick¬ 
ing np the adjacent republics of Guatemala, Costa Rica, 
New Granada, &e., they would turn tbeir eyes upon 
Cuba. By the time this acquisition was compassed—if 
ever—the new government wonld necessarily have ac¬ 
quired no inconsiderable degree of strength and consoli¬ 
dation. It would have a commerce and foreign relations. 
It would then be ready to take its part in the drama 
already assigned to it by the statesmen who are watching 
its fcatation. Those States of our Union lying along the 
Gulf, which are parting with their relative political con¬ 
sequence in the Confederacy daily, and are yearning, even 
now, for a dissolution of the Union, will then have a cen¬ 
tral power to which to ally themselves, and a perfectly 
organized government in which to merge. 

Under the new government of which Walker’s was the 
nest-egg, Senators Davis and Toombs, and Brown and 
Quitman, and others of their association, might have one 
day aspired to sovereign honours, of which they have 
little hope under the Constitution of the United States. 
The slave trade would have been reopened with Africa, 
and the traditionary prosperity of the tropics revived. 
The defeat of Walker has not defeated their hopes nor 
put an end to their projects, and the future peace and 
prosperity of this Union depends upon flanking them 
with a free State colony, and bringing Central America 
under the influence of Northern civilization. Such is 
Mr. Thayer’s project, as developed in bis speech on 
Thursday last in Congress. He says, aDd says truly, that 
if Central America is colonized at ail, it must be colo¬ 
nized from the Northern States, for the South have neither 
the men nor money to do it with; that it may be done 
without fraud or violence, as it should be, if done at all; 
that it may be done with the sanction and to the infinite 
advantage of the native population, instead of encounter¬ 
ing their resistance; that it may be made the means of 
adding to the strength and the value of the Union instead 
of dissolving it; that it may be made pecuniarily profit¬ 
able to all who embark in it, and also furnish employ¬ 
ment and opportunity to thousands who now waste tbeir 
native enterprise and energy in menial occupations which 
deform their character, paralyze their spirit and extin¬ 
guish tbeir hopes.

I had it in my heart to describe the Anti-Slavery Fair, 
but I think that oar esteemed friend “ Byles ” must have 
made this unnecessary. The Fair is, after all, his pro¬ 
vince ; he is at home there, and can give yon information 
beyond tbe reach of an outsider like myself. I will, 
therefore, only speak of it as a collection of pretty things, 
and of men and women whose lives are full of interest to 
all, and who are rarely seen together in any other 
place. 

Mrs. L. Maria Child is always there, exceedingly good 
at selling, and not less successful in entertaining those 
whose bargains are completed. Mrs. Chapman divides 
a table with Mrs. Follen—the brilliant exterior of the 
lady first named contrasting well with the black dress, 
the quiet manner, and pure white locks of the second. 
Both are figures that conld not be spared from the busy 
back-ground of the Fair. Modesty—theirs, not mine— 
forbids me to call tbe roll of the younger ladies. I will 
only say that they are advantageously posted, and that 
good looks and good spirits are judiciously distributed 
throughout the ball.

The Cincinnati Platform alluded to the subject in very 
clear and unmistakable terms. In his conversations with 
senator Brown, of Mississippi, previous to tbe election, 
as reported by the latter in a letter which became very 
familiar during the canvass, Mr. Buchanan said, in the 
most unreserved manner, that he considered the acqni- 
sition of Cuba a matter of the utmost importance to this 
country, and that if he conld secure its accomplishment 
during Mb term, he would cheerfully “ resign aDd hand 
the office over to Mr. Breckinridge.”

’em, if they tried. Heaven knows there’s been whip¬ 
ping enough on the plantation to drive ’em all off, if 
whipping would do It. Yet how coolly he tells the lie 
before our very faces, and calls upon ns to confirm it, be¬ 
cause he knows we dare not do otherwise. If the Yan¬ 
kees were bait' as ’cute us they’re cracked up to be, I 
should think they would see through such shams. How 
tired I am of hearing him repeat to every visitor that he 
couldn’t whip us away from him, if he tried. 

Ellen .—And so am I, Willie. Bat there are things 
worse to bear than that. I have been afraid to tell you 
all my troubles, for fear yon would do something rash, 
and then they would burn yon alive, as they did poor 
Peggy’s husband.
